the sentence of death for high trea- 
son on Sir Roger Casement shortly 
before 5 o’clock Thursday afternoon, 
June 29, half an hour after the fore. 
man of the jury gave the verdict of 
guilty. An appeal will be taken. 
Sir Roger addressed the court, 
reading his final statement, with the 
explanation that he wished it might 
reach a much larger audience than 
the one before him, and particularly 
the people of America, from whom 
had come many messages of sym- 
pathy to him and whose own strug- 
gle for liberty, he said, always had 
been an inspiration to Irishmen. 

Sir Roger’s auditors, among whom 
were Viscount Bryce and many other 
prominent men and women, listened 
in deepest silence, some moved to 
tears. 

The prisoner said he did not re- 
gard trial by Englishmen in an Eng- 
lish court as a trial by his peers, to 
which he was entitled. He reviewed 
recent events in Ireland from the be- 
ginning of the formation of the 
Ulster volunteers, and said: 

“‘We have seen the Constitutional 
army refuse to obey the Constitu- 
tional Government, and we were told 
the first duty of Irishmen was to en- 
ter that army. Small nations were to 
be the first consideration, and I saw 
no reason why Ireland should shed 
any blood for any people but her 
own. 


“Tf that is treason, I am _ not 
ashamed to avow it here. If the 
Unionists chose the road_ they 


thought would lead to the good side, 
I knew my road led to the dark side. 
Both of us proved right. So I am 
prouder to stand here in a prisoner’s 
dock than to fill the place of my ac- 
cusers. 

‘“‘Self-government is our right. It 
is no more a thing to be withheld 
from us or doled out to us than the 
right to life or light, to sunshine or 
spring flowers.” 

There were many striking 
tences in Sir Roger’s speech. 
“There is an objection, 
not good in law, but surely good on 
moral grounds,” he said, against the 
application to me here of this old 
English statute, 565 years old, that 
seeks to deprive an Irishman today 
of his life and honor, not for adher- 
ing to the King’s enemies, but for 
adhering to his own people. 

“When this statute was passed in 
1351, what was the state of men’s 
minds on the questian of a far higher 
allegiance, that of man and his God 
to his kingdom? The law of> that 
day did not permit him to forsake 
his church or deny his God save with 
his life. The heretic then had the 
same doom as the traitor. 

‘“‘Today a man may foreswear God 
and his heavenly realm without fear 
of punishment, all earlier statutes 
having gone the way of Nero’s edicts 
against the Christians; but that con- 
stitutional phantom, the King, can 
still dig up from the dungeons and 
torture chambers of the dark age a 
law which takes a man’s life and 
limb for obeying his conscience. 

“If true religion rests on love, it 
is equally true that loyalty rests on 
love.

by the civilization of the twentieth 
century, but by the brutality of the 
fourteenth; not even by a statute 
written in the language of the. land 
that tries, but in a language of an 
enemy people, so antique is the law 
which tries an Irishman who puts 
loyalty first. 

“Loyalty is a sentiment, not a law. 
It rests on love, not on restraint. 
The government of Ireland by Eng- 
land rests on restraint, not on law, 
and since it demands no love it can 
evoke no loyalty.” 

With a sweeping gesture of his 
arm and with more feeling than he 
had shown before, Sir Roger con- 
tinued: 

“How would all men here feel’’— 
his voice broke—‘‘thow would you 
feel if an Englishman had landed in 
England and had been taken to Ire- 
land, if that man had been placed 
before a jury in a community in- 
flamed against him, believing him to 
be a criminal?”’ 5 

Throwing aside his manuscript, 
Sir Roger said: 

‘‘My Lords, I have done. Gentle- 
men of the jury I wish to thank you 
for your verdict. I meant no re- 
flection upon you when I said this 
was not a trial by my peers.” 

Then the prisoner shook hands 
with a friend who was sitting below 
the dock while the usher placed the 
black cloths over the heads of the 
Judges. The voice of the Chief Jus- 
tice was firm, but his face was pale 
as he spoke the few words in pro- 
nouncing the sentence. He began: 

“Roger David Casement,‘you have 
been found guilty by a jury of your 
peers of high treason, the highest 
crime known to the law,” and con- 
cluded by sentencing him to “be 
hanged by the neck until you are 
dead.”’ 


The prisoner, jeaning on the iron | 


frame, black beard and deep, flash- 
ing eyes, was easily the most distin- 
guished figure in the court except 
Viscount Reading. As the Judge pro- 
the sentence Casement 
smiled. Then a warden touched his 
arm and he withdrew behind the 
green curtain from what may be his 
last appearance before the public. 

Sir Roger received the sentence 
with the utmost composure, smiling 
at friends in the courtroom. 

After Sir Roger had been sen- 
tenced, Daniel J. Bailey, the private 
soldier who had been held as his 


accomplice, was placed in the dock. 
The Chief Justice directed the jury 


to return a verdict of not guilty, and 
Bailey was discharged. 

It was announced that the crown 
had withdrawn the charge against 
him. The Attorney-General said 
Bailey had affirmed he joined the 
Irish brigade with the object of re- 
turning to his country and rejoining 
the army. Under the circumstances 
no evidence would be produced 
against him. 

Michael Francis Doyle of Phila- 
delphia, of counsel for Sir Roger, 
gave the following statement: 

“The verdict, though regrettable, 
to us, was not a surprise. We will 
take an immediate appeal to the 
Criminal Court of Appeals and then 
to the House of Lords, if necessary, 


because we feel that the point of law 
involving a statute 500 years old 
under which Sir Roger was tried, 
never has been legally tested.

SEARCH BEING MADE 
FOR MEXICAN TRI 


War Rumors Are Believed to Be 
Cause of Wrecking of Car 
at Oakland Station 


Oakland.—Thirteen persons were 
more or less severely injured as the 
result of a terrific explosion Friday 
night, June 30, in the smoking car 
of Southern Pacific train No. 5, 
west-bound from Ogden, caused, 
railroad employes assert, by a bomb 
placed in the car by Mexicans who 
had become inflamed by war rumors. 

The explosion tore a hole eight 
feet by four feet in the side of the 
steel car. 

The Mexicans, of whom there were 
three, boarded the train, according 
to Conductor W. H. Brooks, at El- 
mira. They went into the smoker. 
Two of them got off at Richmond. 
Shortly before the train pulled into 
the Sixteenth street depot, Conduc- 
tor Brooks, who didn’t like the ac- 
tions of the three men, locked for 
the third of the trio. He found him 
in’ the washroom and ordered him 
out. 

The Mexican left the train im- 
mediately after its arrival at the de- 
pot. Two minutes later the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

In addition to the jagged hole torn 
fn the side of the heavy steel car, 
every window was smashed and win- 
dow jambs were ripped away. That 
oecupants of the car were not killed 
outright is a freak of the explosion 
that is puzzling railroad officials 

San Frdncisco.—The explosion Fri- 
day night, June 30, in the smoking 
car of Southern Pacific train No. 5 
at the Sixteenth street station in 
Oakland was accomplished by a 
black powder bomb, probably with 
the intention of so timing the fuse 
that the bomb would go off on the 
Oakland mole, and thus cripple the 
Southern Pacific’s western terminal. 
Such were the findings of the official 
board of inquiry July 1 which probed 
the explosion that wrecked the smok- 
ing car. 


HUSBAND 15 DROWNED 


NN SIGHT OF WIFE 


Julien Liebes of San Francisco 
Loses Life at Long Beach 


San Francisco.—A _ treacherous 
tide rip swirled in among the throng 
of happy bathers at Long Beach last 
Sunday, and when it receded it drew 
with it Julien Liebes, member of the 
firm of H. Liebes & Go. of this city, 
and his thirteen-year-old son, George. 
Liebes lost his life, even as his wife 
and another son looked on. George 
Liebes was rescued from the clutch 
of death. 

Liebes, as he and his son entered 
the water, suggested that he carry 
the lad into the surf. The’ boy 
climbed up on his father’s back. Mrs. 
Liebes remained on the _ beach. 
Liebes’ other son, Martin, 10 years 
old, also was in bathing, but was 
not with his father. 

As the swirl of water clutched at 
father and son, the two went down 
and the wave broke over their heads. 


Liebes was drawn down by the suc- 
tion, and, it is believed, at once 
strangled. The boy, by some freak 
of fate, came to the surface and 
screamed once or twice for help. 
Then he disappeared. 

Life guards responded immedi- 
ately. One of them, Byron Davis, 
managed to grasp the boy’s arm as 
he searched about in the surf, and 
carried him to shore. The lad 
was unconscious but life remained. 
He was rushed to the bathhouse and 
there, after several minutes of work- 
ing over his body, he opened his eyes 
and gazed into those of his dis- 
tracted mother. 

Liebes, his hand grasping a pile 
and his body submerged in only two 
feet of water, was found a few 
moments later~by Charles Morehouse 
of Long Beach. Liebes, too, had a 
Spark of life remaining, but it flick- 
ered out while first-aid treatment 
was being given him. Physicians 
pronounced him dead. 

Liebes, both socially and in a busi- 
ness way, had for years been promi- 
nent in San Francisco. He was vice- 
president of H. Liebes & Co., im- 
porters. and dealers in Alaskan furs, 
and he was a director in the North- 
ern Commercial Company. He was 
a member of the Concordia andAr- 
gonant clubs and a leader in ‘civic 
matters.

UROPEAN WAR ZONE ITEM 


FRENCH 


Paris, July 1.—The official com- 
munication tonight reads: 

“North and south of the Somme, 
after artillery preparation and recon- 
noisances carried out in the preced 
ing days, the Franco-British troops 
launched this morning an offensive 
on a front of about forty kilometers 
(25 miles). 

“In the morning and during the 
course of the afternoon, along the 
entire’ front attacked, the allied 
troops gained possession of the Ger- 
man first position. 

“North of the Somme the French 
troops established themselves in the 
approaches in the vilage of Harde- 
court and in the outskirts of the vil- 
lage of Curlu, where the battle con- 
tinues. 

“South of the Somme, the villages 
of Dompierre, Becquincourt, Bussu 
and Fay have fallen into our hands. 

“The number of unwounded Ger- 
man prisoners captured by the 
French troops alone during the 
course of the day surpassed 3500. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
there was a violent bombardment in 
the whole region of Hill 304 and Le 
Mort Homme. 

“On the right bank, about 10 
o’clock in the morning, our infantry 
moved forward to the assault of the 
Thiaumont work, of which 
in possession again.

“Aviation—On the night of June 
29-30 a group of our aeroplanes car- 
ried out the following bombard- 
ments: Eighteen shells of 120 mil- 
limeters were dropped on the Nesle 
station, and six, of 120 millimeters, 
on Roye, where a fire broke out. 
Two shells, dropped on an automo- 
bile convoy northeast of Nesle, were 
seen to fall in the midst of the cars. 
The same night thirteen of our 
aeroplanes dropped sixty shells on 
a German munitions factory in the 
outskirts of Noyon. Their objective 
was reached by most of the projec- 
tiles, the effects of which were ob- 
served. 

“On the night of June 30-July 1 
seven of our aeroplanes again 
dropped thirteen shells on the Nesle 
station and crossing and six on the 
neighboring military establishment. 
A fire was observed. 

“In the course of a reconnoisance 
one of our pilots was attacked by 
a Fokker. Though wounded during 
the first encounter he succeeded in 
bringing “down his adversary, who 
fell in the forest of Bezange. On 
the way back the same pilot was 
again attacked by an enemy biplane 
and wounded a second time. He 
succéeded in extricating himself and 
returned to our lines.’’ 


BRITISH 


London, July 2.—The 
statement tonight reas: 

“Heavy fighting continued all day 
between the Rivers Somme and An- 
cre and north of Ancre to Gomme- 
court, inclusive. The fight on- the 
whole of this front still continues 
with intensity. 

“On the right of our attack we 
have captured a German labyrinth of 
trenches on a front of seven miles to 
a depth of 1000 yards, and have 
stormed and occupied the strongly 
fortified vilages of Montauban and 
Mammetz. . 

“In the center of our attack, on a 
front of four miles, we have gained 
many strong points, while at others 
the enemy is still holding out, and 
the struggle on this front is still 
severe. 

“North of the Ancre valley to 
Gommecourt, inclusive, the battle is 
equally violent, and in this area we 
have been unable to retain portions 
of the ground gained in our first at- 
tacks, while other portions remain in 
our possession. 

“Up to the present more than 
2000 German prisoners have passed 
through our collecting stations, in- 
cluding two regimental commanders 
and the whole of one regimental 
staff. 

“The large number of enemy dead 
on the battlefield indicates that the 
German casualties have been very 
severe, especially in the vicinity of 
Fricourt. 

“Last night parties of our troops 
penetrated the German trenches at 
various points on the front between 
Souchez and Ypres, in each case in- 
flicting casualties on the garrisons 
before withdrawing, one raiding 
party capturing sixteen prisoners. 

“Yesterday, in spite of a high 
wind, a large amount of successful 
work was done in the air. An im- 
Portant railway depot was attacked 
with powerful bombs. A large num- 
ber of other bombs were dropped on 
depots, railway junctions, batteries,’ 
trenches and other points of military 
,:Mportance in the enemv’s lines, 
,Considerable aerial activity occurred 
today during the battle, but full de- 
tails have not yet been collected. 
‘Our machines attacked a railway

GERMAN 


Berlin, July 1.—The official state- 
ment today says: : 

“‘Western front—Repeated French 
and British reconnoitering attacks 
during the night were everywhere 
repulsed. A number of _ prisoners 
and some material remained in our 
hands. 

“The attacks were preceded by in- 
tense fire, gas attacks and mine ex- 
plosions. 

“Northeast of Rheims and north 
of Le Mesnil minor operations of the 
enemy infantry failed. 

“Local infantry engagements oc- 
curred west of the Meuse. On the 
eastern bank the French attempted 
to recapture our positions on Froide 
Terre ridge and in the Thiaumont 
work. They brought up strong 
masses of troops in an ‘endeavor to 
take these positions by storm. On 
the basis of an unimportant success 
at the beginning the French an- 
nounced in advance last night the 
recapture of Thiaumont work. In 
reality the attack of the French 
failed everywhere with the most se- 
vere losses. The men who pene- 
trated our lines at various points 
were captured. Only prisoners set 
foot in the original armored work. 

“German patrols were engaged in 
successful encounters north of Par- 
roy wood and west of Menones. 

“The Emperor has awarded the 
Order of Merit to Lieutenant Wint- 
gens, who yesterday shot down a 
French biplane west of Chateau 
Salins, in recognition of his splendid 
services in aerial fighting. 

“An enemy aeroplane was put out 
of action by our gunfire near Gras 
and another in the region of Thiau- 
mont. 

“Attacks by enemy aerial squad- 
rons on Lille caused no military 
damage. There were many victims 
among the civilian population, es- 
pecially in the Church of St. San- 
veur, the number of killed or 
wounded exceeding fifty. 

“In the towns of Doul, Bapaume, 
Peronne and _ Nesle, numerous 
French inhabitants were killed or 
wounded by French and British gun- 
fire and aircraft bombs. 

“Eastern front—Army group of 
General von  Linsifgen, west of 
Kolki, southwest of Sokul and near 
Wiezyny, Russian positions have 
been captured. West and south- 
west of Lutsk the fighting continues 
in our favor. 

“The Russians yesterday lost in 
prisoners 15 officers and 1365 men, 
and sinee June 16 they have lost 26 
officers and 3165 men. 

“Army group of General Count 
von Bothmer—The enemy made fu- 
tile cavalry attacks southwest of 
Thumacz for which he paid very 
heavily.” 

Berlin, June 29.—The 
Statement today says: 

“Western front: The same condi- 
tions prevail along the British front 
and the north wing of the French 
front as have existed during the 
last few days. Attacks by enemy 
patrols and strong infantry detach- 
ments as well as gas attacks, have 
become numerous. 

“Everywhere the enemy was re- 
Pulsed. Waves of gas have given 
no results. Artillery fighting  at- 
tained great intensity at certain 
points. 

“North of the Aisne and in the 
Champagne, between Auburive and 
the Argonne, the French kept up a 
lively fire. Here also weak attacks 
were easily repulsed. 

“Northwest of the Thiaumont 
works there were minor infantry 
engagements. 

“Eastern front. Russian attacks, 
made by~ some companies between 
Dubatowka and Smorgon, failed un- 
der our curtain of fire. 

“Near Guessitschi, southeast of 
Ljubtscha, a German division (de- 
tachment) stormed an enemy point 
of support east of the Niemen, tak- 
ing two officers and fifty-six men 
prisoners and capturing ‘two ma- 
chine guns and two mine throwers.” 

The official Austrian report yes- 
terday says: A 

“Russian front: Near Kuty the 
enemy failed, as on previous days, 
in repeated attacks. Southwest of 
Novo Poczayel five Russian night 
attacks were repulsed. A strong 
Russian attack west of Torozyn 
broke down. . ; 

“West of Sukul German troops 
stormed Linewka farm and several 
other positions. ; 

“Italian front: The Italians made 
attacks in several places on the 
front between the Adige and the 
Brentasi. All were repulsed with 
heavy losses for the enemy.”

In Shakespeare, 30 Letters. 

It is rather remarkable, as Miss El- 
len Terry pointed out in her address 
at His Majesty’s theater recently, that, 
despite the multitude of books which 
have been published about Shake- 
speare’s plays, little attention has been 
given to the letters therein, the Lon- 
don Chronicle observes. ‘ 

They number thirty in all, but easily 
escape attention. In fact, when Miss 
Terry asked three friends what they 
knew of the subject, two of them could 
not recall any letters at all, while the 
knowledge of the third does not extend 
beyond the letters occurring in the 
“Merry Wives of Windsor’ and “The 
Merchant of Venice.” These are let- 
ters made familiar through the me- 
dium of the theaters. 

No single one of Shakespeare’s let- 
ters, written as a man and not as a 
playwright, has survived, but those in 
the plays were, like the plays, perfect. 
They always fell naturally into the 
story.

HAS EARNED ITS POPULARITY 


Turkey Welcomed In Every Country 
Where the People Appreciate 
Good Things to Eat. 


Government Rewards Have Only Had 
the Effect of Adding to Their 
Number, and the Problem Has 
Become Serious. 

“The mongoose pest is becoming 
really serious; it is worse than ever,’ 
writes a Trinidad correspondent to a 
British paper. 

Formerly, he says, the government 
gave a substantial reward for each 
body or tail produced, but no sub- 
stantial reduction resulted. Some en- 
terprising peasants were suspected of 
making a successful minor industry 
by breeding the mongoose, and in one 
ward it was established that an inno- 
cent warden had paid for the same 
tails over and over again. As soon 
as bought they were buried, only to 
be dug up and sold again in the morn- 
ing. 

Another amusing, if expensive, thing 
occurred in this connection. In two ad- 
joining wards an experiment was 
tried. At one they gave a flat rate— 
75 cents each—male or female. At 
another the price was $1 for the fe- 
male and 50 cents for the male. 

After some time it dawned on the 
official purchasers that there was a 
great preponderance of females in the 
latter ward. The simple peasant had 
again proved one too many for the au- 
thorities. Inquiry proved that all the 
females caught in both wards were 
sold in the one where the price was 
raised, and all the males vice versa. 
Then the government got tired of it, 
and no further reward was given. 

The mongoose, it may be recalled, 
was imported into the West Indies tn 
the seventies of last century, to ex- 
terminate the rats which ravaged the 
cane flelds. They did this most ef 
fectually, but, having destroyed the 
rats, they turned their attention to 
poultry and birds. Then lizards fell 
@ prey to their voracious appetites, 
with the result that the insects in- 
creased in an alarming extent. Final- 
ly the mongoose became as great a 
pest there as rabbits are in Australia. 


In every corner of the globe almost, 
at least where civilization has spread 
its epicurean tastes, may be found the 
domesticated turkey—not, however, of 
his own volition. Never would he, in 
his wild state, have sought to cross 
the stormy seas to find green fields 
and pastures new. 

He is not so constructed. He is not 
bold or adventurous of disposition. 
On the contrary, he is timid and much 
afraid of things he does not under. 
stand, and when undisturbed is prone 
to let well enough alone and get along 
with his accustomed feeding grounds.

have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


‘Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize ‘our differences of opinion and that eventually the 
matters in controversy must be passed upoa by other and disinterested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated ialecrstias bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi- 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additiong! revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of opétation in case your proposals are tound by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable, or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot. under existing laws, act in the premises 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider an \ 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or \ 


2. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law’’ (The Newlands Act). \
